What nearly every traveler has ob- 


served is this. That the bigger a lown 
is the more quiel il becomes; but auto- 
horns blow loud and long and mer- 
rily in the villages. 


Obviously a big town is more noise- 


conscious, for its thousands of cars if 
unrestrained would make life unbear- 
able. But the lesson learned in me- 
tropolitan areas is being applied today 
lo lesser cilics, like Little Rock; and 
it could be taken to iicart by our own 
town—for Hope is no longer a village. 


The campaign against street noises 


started in New York City. Mayor La- 
Guwrdin put his foot down hard on the 
blowing of motor horns. Your cor- 
respondent, reading about that in the 
papers several years ago, took it with 
a grain of salt—but in the spring of 
1939 he was in New York find saw tor 
himself. . . . It's a fact: If you give 
a first-class blast on your horn in 
New York a cop will come up and 
speak to you. And you don't blow 
your horn any more. 


The accounts of Little Hock's battle 


against noise arc amusing. 


Witness this: 


"Police said the owners of drive- 


in establishments could prevent 
much of this horn-blowing if their 
"witters'Would-watch thosc"scrved • -' 
as closely as they do new arrivals. 
They said the waiters literally 
swamp a newly-arrived customer, 
but are not so prompt in going for 
empty trays of customers ready to 
leave. Therefore the horn-tooting 
ensues." 
Not so funny, however, is this ac- 


count of the proposed ordinance over 
in North Little Rock: 


"It would impose fines for honk- 


ing horns or ringing bells at 'any 
place where cold drinks or sand- 
wiches are sold after 9 p. m.1

LITTLE ROCK -(/P)-Describing his 


opposition as "futile", Governor Carl 
E. Bailey launched a whirlwind cam- 
paign Monday to win renomination 
for a third term—a feat accomplished 
only once in the stale's history. 


Bailey, who opened his campaign

aay a series of speech-making'trips 
other sections of the state, said hc 
desired re-election in order to con- 
tinue or complete six mnjor efforts 
launched by his administration durng 
the past ihrec and a half years. 


Although he mentioned none of the 


three oilier gubernatorial candidates 
by name, his caustic remarks at his 
"opposition" apparently were direct- 
ed at Homer M. Adkins, former Fed- 
eral Internal Revenue Collector. The 
other two candidates are J. Hosser 
Venable of Little Rock and Frank 
Wilte of Magnolia.

After Halifax, Churc- 


hill Replies 


LONDON -(/!>)- Lord Halifax, Bri- 


tish foreign secretary, answered Adolf 
Hitler's pence offer Monday with the 
dcchiration that Great Britain would 
"not stop fighting until freedom for 
ourselves and others is secure." 


"We realize the struggle may cost 


us everything," the foreign secretary 
said in a world broadcast, "but just 
because the things we are defending 
are worth any sacrifice, it is a noble 
privilege to he the defender of things 
so precious." 


Halifax said Hitler's picture of Eu- 


rope "is one of Germany lording 
it over these peoples whom he has 
one by one deprived of their free- 
dom." 


Britain's picture of Europe, Halifax 


said, is one of "free association of 
independent states, and, because of 
that contrast, we remain unmoved by 
threats unaccompanied by any ap- 
peal to our sense of right and jus- 
tice."

: The forbidding front doors of the 
Charles W. Eliot home swung open 
and in strode Freshman F. D. Roose- 
velt, all set—so hc thought—to bust his 
first precedent. 


Suddenly it dawned on him that he 


was a mere freshman standing within 
a few paces of the afesome presence. 
Not only was Dr. Eliot president of 
Harvard but he also was fortified be- 
hind the fanciest set of classroom side- 
burns in America. 


Yet, wonder of wonders, 'Dr.-Eliot

"I am a candidate for the Crim- 


son," fexplained jittery young Frank- 
lin, shifting his tall frame from one 
sturdy leg to the other. "I should like 
the honor of reporting for the paper 
how you will vote in the coming elec- 
tion." 


One Precedent the Less 


For a terrible moment Dr. Eliot was 


silent. 


He had refused consistently the pres- 


sure of New England's Republican big- 
wigs to come out for McKinley. 


"It is against the rules," began Dr. 


Eliot, "for a candidate for the Crim- 
son staff to interview .the president 
of Harvard; in fact, UNPRECEDENT- 
ED!" 


Maybe Roosevelt blood just natural- 


ly boils at the word "precedent." Any- 
way, young Roosevelt stuck out his 
fuzx-infcsted 
jaw and argued 
At 


length, Dr, Eliot yielded and an 
eager youth won where political wire 
pullers had failed. 


This was precedent-busting on a 


nation-wide scale, although the public 
of 1900 never suspected and neither 
did he, that one day this man'would 
reach the political 
precipice 
that 


yawns between any man and a third 
term. The big metropolitan papers 
merely reported 
that the Harvard 


Crimson said Dr. Eliot would support 
McKinley. 


The board of the Crimson took on 


young Roosevelt, and with him acquir- 
ed a 'peck of trouble and a booming 
circulation. He busted everything in 
sight. And precedents were about the 
only thing in sight on the Harvard 
campus in those days. He panned the 
football team, and the students, too, 
for faint-hearted cheering. Then he 
took on the overseers and forced them 
to put fire escapes on the dormitories. 


One of his scoops was a story that 


lus distant uncle, the Vice President,

admired the political tactics of un- 
predictable T. R., the trust buster 


Like most young men, Franklin took 


a bride, Eleanor Roosevelt, his sixth 
cousin. With her at his side on his 
wedding day, he tasted the joy of rid- 
ing down Fifth avenue between wav-

throngs.

cheering for him. They were yelling 
for Teddy, who had given the bride 
away. 


Franklin broke no precedents when

must be Arkansas, farm-reared boys 
of high scholastic and moral standing 
who expect to complete four years 
work in the College of Agriculture and 
need financial assistance.

ment. Everyone who has known the 
joy of hard work has known the joy 
of normal fatigue. 


If men and women would only ac- 


cept normal fatigue as an accompani- 
ment of work or effort, and would 
get the necessary recuperation through 
rest, more serious forms of fatigue 
would never develop. Life 
would 


then be balanced. 


Chronic fatigue is , pathologic or 


abnormal fatigue. It 
often 
results 


from the disregard of normal fatigue 
and the necessary amount of rest to 
offset it, but it may result from other 
causes, also. 


It may be due to deep-seated illness 


or to serious emotion dearangement, 
and, in its turn, it may cause both 
physical 
and 
psychological illness. 


Chronic fatigue does not come sud- 
denly, nor does it pass suddenly. 


In physiologic terms, if fatigue be 


carried far enough ,it results in com- 
plete cessation of woifc. This is the 
state of exhaustion, when there is 
no possibility of a restoration of en- 
haustion, when there is no possibility 
of a restoration of energy through 
will power, increased nourishment, 
rest and sleep. Exhaustion is the final 
state of fatigue, when the breaking- 
down processes exceed the building- 
up ones, and the organism is forced 
to stop functioning. 


Exhaustion does not come sudden- 


ly. It is always preceded by a stage of 
excitability and heightened muscular 
tension. 


One of the techniques for relieving 


excess tension is conscious relaxat- 
ion. Within the human body, during 
life, muscles are never fully relaxed. 
Just as they never become complete- 
ly exhausted, they never become com- 
pletely relaxed. 


If a person were inclined to spend 


too much time' in relaxation, it would 
be important to bring into his life a 
little struggle and tension. Very few 
people in America, however, are spend 
ing "too much time in relaxation. 


They are ever "on the go." Fortunate 


ly some of them are dissatisfied with 
the "warp and woof 'on the loom 
of life, and want to weave a new 
fabric. The 
introduction into that 


fabric of some threads of relaxation 
will make it both more durable and 
more beautiful.

Bruce Catton Says:

Land, Naval Power in Area Believed Stronger 


Than That of Any Potential Foe 


WASHINGTON — If trouble should 


arise on or near any of the Carib- 
bean islands owned by nations which 
have been conquered by Germany, 
the United States has within handy 
range striking forces which are be- 
lieved to be substantially larger than 
any they might expect to encoun- 
ter. 


Although the bulk of the U. S. fleet 


is concentrated in the Pacific, the 
force on duty in the Atlantic—and 
hence available for action in the Car- 
ibbean on short notice—has formid- 
able hitting power. 


The Atlantic squadron normally con- 


sists of three battleships—the New 
York, Arkansas and Texas—the air- 
craft carrier Ranger, and the heavy 
cruisers Wichita, Quincy, San Fran- 
cisco, Tuscaloosa and Vincennes. It 
also includes nine divisions of destroy- 
ers, or a total of 36. In addition, 12 
submarines are stationed at the New 


London base, and half a dozen more 
are normally on duty at the Coco 
Solo base in the Canal Zone. 


It is believed that several ships have 


been added to this force recently, al- 
though its exact composition is a navy 
secret. 


Air orces Within Range 


Substantial air forces are also with- 


in range. 


The aircraft carrier Ranger has a 


complement o£ 81 planes. Thirty-six 
of the navy's long-range patrol bomb- 
ers are stationed at Coco Solo, and 
a number of fighting planes are also 
available at Pensacola, 


The army also has strong air forc- 


es within easy reach. 


Approximately 40 bombing planes 


plus 50 observation and 
reconnais- 


sance planes are stationed at the At- 
lantic end of the Panama Canal. 
At the Pacific entrance are eight 
squadrons, mostly pursuit planes; are 


stationed at Boriquen Field, Puerto 
Rico, and an equal number at Miami. 


Situation Ticklish at 


Martinikue 


. The capital" attention is focused 
on these forces at the moment be- 
cause of the extraordinarily ticklish 
nature of the situation in the Carib- 
bean—highlighted by the case of the 
French island of Martinique, where cer 
tain French warships are either under 
observation or blockade (depending 
on your interpretation of the news 
dispatches) by British warships. 


Shortly after the outbreak of war, 


the new world nations declared a "ne- 
utrality zone" skirting both Amer- 
ican continents and asserted no acts 
of war therin would be tolerated. Mar- 
tinique lies well within the zone, and 
a Franco-British naval battle would 
hand this government a very toueh 
problem, 


In addition, the Monroe Doctrine— 


recently reaffirmed both by the ad- 
ministration and by congress-sets 
the United States firmly against the 
transfer of title to European possessions 
m the New World.
